First Load of Cotton 


The first loads of cotton seed 
to be taken to the Sikeston Cot­ 
ton Oil Mill were expected Mon­ 
day from the C aruthersville dis­ 
trict, where the ginning season 
began last week. 
The mill was ready for opera­ 
tion 
yesterday 
after 
employes 
completed finishing work in 
two 
of the principal buildings; and the 
municipal light and w ater plant 
was prepared to 
supply 
power 
since Nordberg 
company 
repre­ 
sentatives will complete installa­ 
tion of the city’s new engine by 
this morning. 
Ever since a large tract east of 
town was bought late last w inter, 
officials of the cotton oil mill have 
been speeding construction work 
to have the plant finished by the 
opening of the 
ginning 
season. 
Grading was done in the 
early 
spring, and on April 18, construc­ 
tion of the first plant building 
was started while the office was 
being erected. 
The entire investm ent now re­ 
presents $175,000, and constitutes 
the most m odern plant than can ’ 
be built, according to P. B. B art- 
mess, m anager of the mill. Seven 
structures covering four acres now 
stand, and during the next sum ­ 
m er an eighth, for storage of seed, 
will be constructed. The plant is 
so built that it may be enlarged at 
any tim e w ithout stopping opera­ 
tion, Mr. Bartm ess said. 
All buildings except the office 
have been set near a 
Missouri 
Pacific switch, placed on the land 
last spring. Trucks carrying cot­ 
ton seed to the plant are stopped 
under a 
large 
unloading 
pipe 
which conveys the seed 
into 
a 
vacuum vat by m eans of a fifty- 
horsepower motor. From the vat, 
seed is sent into a hugh storage 
building, capable of holding 6000 
tons. A fan system keeps the seed 
well ventilated. 
When it is to be processed, seed 
is carried on an unending belt to 
a nearby structure, w here 
it is 
first run through a cleaner. S u r­ 
plus seed is kept in a large bin 
until it is needed. 
The plant’s m ain building 
is 
fitted w ith linters; m achines to 
crack the seed, sorters to separate 
hulls from seed m eat; grinders; 
rollers that press m eats flat to 
break oil cells; a 
steam 
cooker 
equipped with four 
kettles, 
in 


which seed is cooked at tem pera­ 
tures gradually 
increasing 
and 
then decreasing; 
pressers 
fitted 
pads of human hair in which the 
seed is compressed into cakes; and 
other machines. 
Human hair is used in the press­ 
ers because no other fiber can en­ 
dure the great pressure used. Oil 
extracted from the cakes 
drops 
from the pressers into a reservoir. 
L ater it is either put in one of 
three storage tanks or in tank 
cars for im m ediate shipm ent. In 
this same building the cakes are 
ground to be made into 
cotton 
seed meal. 
In addition to the 
office 
and 
these two structures, the mill now 
has a large warehouse; a 
shed 
housing 2 boilers to operate the 
cooker; 
a 
building 
containing 
showers, toilets, and lavatories for 
employes; one storage building for 
cotton linters; and a second to be 
used for storage of hulls, seed, or 
linters. 
The oil made at the plant will 
be used chiefly in cooking com­ 
pounds, Hulls constitute 
a 
hay 
substitute and linters are used >n 
m aking 
rayon, 
m unitions, 
and 
m attresses. 
High praise 
of 
the 
Sikeston 
plant was given by G. W. Coving­ 
ton, president of the 
Mississippi 
Cotton Seed Products 
Company, 
which first negotiated for the land 
here, and by W. D. Lowe, presi­ 
dent of the Sikeston Cotton Oil 
Mill, while they were here T hurs­ 
day. Already the concern has ex­ 
panded by purchasing the Rob­ 
erts Cotton Oil Mill at Cairo. 
From gins throughout the dis­ 
trict, men will bring seed to the 
plant, receiving money th at will 
be spent here and giving em ploy­ 
m ent to many Sikeston residents.

The first loads of cotton seed 
to be taken to the Sikeston Cot­ 
ton Oil Mill were expected Mon­ 
day from the Caruthersville dis­ 
trict, where the ginning season 
began last week. 
The mill was ready for opera­

after

completed finishing work in 
two 
of the principal buildings; and the 
municipal light and water plant 
was prepared to 
supply 
power 
since Nordberg company 
repre­ 
sentatives will complete installa­ 
tion of the city’s new engine by 
this morning. 
Ever since a large tract east of 
town was bought late last winter, 
officials of the cotton oil mill have 
been speeding construction work 
to have the plant finished by the 
opening of the 
ginning 
season. 
Grading was done in the 
early 
spring, and on April 18, construc­ 
tion of the first plant building 
was started while the office was 
being erected. 
The entire investment now re­ 
presents $175,000, and constitutes 
the most modern plant than can 
be built, according to P. B. Bart- 
mess, manager of the mill. Seven 
structures covering four acres now 
stand, and during the next sum­ 
mer an eighth, for storage of seed, 
will be constructed. The plant is 
so built that it may be enlarged at 
any time without stopping opera­ 
tion, Mr. Bartmess said. 
All buildings except the office 
have been set near a 
Missouri 
Pacific switch, placed on the land 
last spring. Trucks carrying cot­ 
ton seed to the plant are stopped 
under a 
large 
unloading 
pipe 
which conveys the seed 
into 
a 
vacuum vat by means of a fifty- 
horsepower motor. From the vat, 
seed is sent into a hugh storage 
building, capable of holding 6000 
tons. A fan system keeps the seed 
well ventilated. 
When it is to be processed, seed 


which seed is cooked at tempera­ 
tures gradually 
increasing 
and 
then decreasing; 
pressers 
fitted 
pads of human hair in which the 
seed is compressed into cakes; and 
other machines. 
Human hair is used in the press­ 
ers because no other fiber can en­ 
dure the great pressure used. Oil 
extracted from the cakes 
drops 
from the pressers into a reservoir. 
Later it is either put in one of 
three storage tanks or in tank 
cars for immediate shipment. In 
this same building the cakes are 
ground to be made into

cooker;

employes; one storage building for 
cotton 1 inters; and a second to be 
used for storage of hulls, seed, or 
linters. 
The oil made at the plant will 
be used chiefly in cooking com­ 
pounds, Hulls constitute 
a 
hay 
substitute and linters are used in 
making 
rayon, 
munitions, 
and 
mattresses.

the period from Septem ber to Ja n ­ 
uary I. This period is chosen as 
covering the harvest months. Such 
paym ents as. may be made will be 
lim ited to the individual produc­ 
ers’ actual production up to the 
amount of his Bankhead allotm ent. 
“The Commodity C redit 
Cor­ 
poration will offer a loan of 9c 


per pound at the farm , without 
recourse on the borrower, on 13-

or
